Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Report  for  1973  will  be  the  last  in  a series  of  Annual  Reports  by  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  (extending  so  far  as  Blackpool  is  concerned  back  to  1878). 

This  v^ill  be  my  sixteenth  in  the  series  and,  because  of  the  reorganisation  of  Local 
Government  and  of  the  Health  Services,  will  also  be  my  last  conceming  the  health 
of  Blackpool. 


It  is  fortunate  that  the  Blackpool  Health  District  of  the  Lancashire  Area 
Health  Authority  has  not  been  sub-divided.  The  records  and  reports  of  the  Health 
Department  will  be  available  for  those  in  the  future  who  wish  to  confirm  that  the 
Local  Authority  Health  Services  were  often  the  initiators  of  progress  in  the 
development  of  new  services  which  were  handed  over  at  the  ri^t  time  for  others  to 
develop  further.

The  turmoil  of  reorganisation  has  not  allowed  time  for  the  preparation  of  a 
summary  of  the  history  of  the  Department,  but  the  reports  are  available  for  those 
who  may  wish  to  read  them  in  the  future.  They  will  show  a record  of  continuous 
improvement  in  the  health  of  the  people  of  Blaclq)Ool.  It  would  not  be  possible  to 
separate  the  contributions  of  the  greatly  improved  social  conditions  and  the 
advancements  in  preventitive  medicine;  both  have  made  notable  contributions. 

Better  nutrition,  housing  conditions,  clean  air,  food  and  w^ater,  accompanied  by 
the  control  of  communicable  disease,  have  brought  about  a marked  reduction  in 
childhood  deaths  and  diseases  in  the  past  25  years.  It  is  essential  that  the  lesson 
of  what  can  be  obtained  by  close  association  of  personal  and  environmental  health 
will  not  be  forgotten  after  reorganisation. 


It  is  possible  that  reorganisation  will  provide  better  indicators  for  the 
measurement  of  health  than  those  used  for  the  past  100  years.  The  figures  at 
present  available  show  the  continuation  of  a pattern  giving  considerable 
encouragement  to  staff  involved  in  the  Health  Service  v;hose  work  has  sometimes 
been  decried  by  those  who  have  not  understood.  Before  having  the  full  statistics 
for  1973  it  would  have  been  possible  to  predict  that  certain  trends  v/ould  be 
lilcely  to  continue.  On  the  positive- side  there  would  be;- 

Continued  reduction  in  infant  mortality 

The  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  w^ould  be  maintained 
Birth  rate  would  decrease 
Maternal  mortality  was  likely  to  be  nil 
Expectation  of  life  would  continue  to  increase

That  these  have  all  been  realised  reflects  the  value  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  staff  in  all  branches  of  the  Health  Service,  and  that  confidence 
in  them  has  not  been  misplaced. 

The  reduction  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  to  the  low' figure  of  13.51  per 
1000  live  births  is  a notable  achievement,  the  National  rate  being  17,  For  3 years 
in  the  last  5 the  Blackpool  figirres  have  been  below  the  National  average.  The 
trend  of  an  impro-vlng  Child  Health  Service  has  been  maintained  since  19*69  when,. for 
the  first  time  in  12  years,  the  infant  mortality  figure  fell  below  the  National 
average . 


The  lov;  incidence  of  infectious  disease  also  includes  the  encouraging 
reduction  of  notification  of  measles  to  only  113  cases,  the  lowest  figure  for  17 
years.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  if  immunisation  against  this  condition  was 
more  readily  accepted  by  parents,  notifications  would  eventually  be  reduced  to 
those  recorded  for  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  and  whooping  cou^. 
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The  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  reflects  a' national  trend  encoinraged  by  the 
Family  Planning  campaign,  but  more  information  would  be  needed  to  show  how 
successful  this  has  been  in  reducing  additional  births  in  already  large  families* 

An  imexpected  bonus  was  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  from 
264  to  196*  This  is  the  first  substantial  reverse  to  the  upward  trend  in  these 
births  during  the  past  decade.  The  fall  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  v/as  greater 
than  the  reduction  in  the  total  birth  rate  and,  although  it  would  be  \mwise  to 
draw  conclusions  from  the  figures  of  one  year,  there  is  a hope  that  family  planning 
was  a contributory  factor.  The  practical  implications  of  this  reduction  will  be 
reflected  in  reduced  demands,  not  only  on  the  Health  Service  but  also  in  education 
and  social  services,  and  as  such  they  are  to  be  welcomed. 

The  excellent  standard  of  service  provided  during  pregnancy  has  aga.in  ensured 
that  no  maternal  deaths  occirrred  during  the  year*  That  part  of  this  work  has  been 
carried  out  in  the  limited  facilities  of  a converted  convalescent  home,  indicating 
what  can  be  achieved  by  keen  staff  devoted  to  their  work.  Only  three  maternal 
deaths  have  occ\irred  in  Blackpool  during  the  p8,st  12  years.  Even  better  services 
will  be  provided  following  the  opening  of  the  new  Matemity  Hospital  in  1974,  with 
a closer  integrated  service,

The  expectation  of  life  has  also  increased.  The  figure  applicable  to  Blackpool 
shows  that  more  and  more  people  are  living  beyond  the  biblical  "three  score  years 
and  ten".  The  percentage "of  the  population  who  were  over  75  years  of  age  at  death 
has  increased  from  41.52^  in  1964  to  49.54^  in  1975*  Many  of  these,  especially 
females,  appear  to  be  part  of  an  "elite"  who,  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  decades  of  ( 

life  have  avoided  the  ha^^ards  of  death  due  to  circulatory  disorders,  cancers,  and 
respiratory  diseases.  They  have  attained  a position  in  society  where  more  and  more 
services  and  attention  are  needed  for  their  welfare  if  these  added  years  are  to  be 
a useful  bonus.  Already  almost  B0%  of  the  time  of  medical  practitioners  is  devoted 
to  geriatric  medicine.  This  is  a clear  indication  of  one  of  the  growth  points  for 
services  in  the  futxnre.  Further  resources  will  be  required  if  containment  and 
treatment,  largely  palliative,  is  to  be  available  for  this  increasing  proportion  of 
the  population, 

I . 

This  last  year  of  the  Local  Authority  Health  Service  can,  therefore,  be 
regarded  as  one  of  continuing  success  in  which  some  notable  milestones  were  passed. 
Unfortunately,  on  the  negative  side  there  are  still  certain  trends  which  have  not 
yet  been  reversed.  This  is  particularly  significant  in  sexually  transmitted 
diseases,  where  over  the  past  decade  the  number  of  new  cases  reported  each  year  in 
Blackpool  increased  from  619  in  1963  to  1,535  in  1973*  This  increase  reflects  a 
national  trend  and  this  group  of  diseases  has  now  reached  epidemic  proportions. 

It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  improvement  until  there  is  a change  in  the  ^ 

way  of  life  of  the  population,  but  more  resources  in  personnel  and  materials  will  ^ 
be  required  to  bring  the  present  frightening  trend  to  the  attention  of  the  < 

community  and  help  to  establish  a new  sense  of  values. 

Altho\igh  there  has  been  a small  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung 
cancer  compared  with  the  previous  year,  this  is  too  small  to  be  regarded  as 
significant,  and  there  is  no  indication  that  the  present  measiAres  have  produced 
any  reduction  in  the  cigarette  smoking  habits  of  the  population. 

Unfortunately,  an  increasing  number  of  school-children  are  being  reported  as 
verminous.  This  may  be  due  to  more  awareness  and  reporting  by  staff,  and  to  a 
greater  resistance  to  the  methods  of  treatment  used  in  the  past.  Free  effective 
treatment  is  nov;  available  for  all  those  in  an  infected  household  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  bad  reflection  on  cleanliness  will  soon  disappear, 

f 
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Both  these  positive  achievements  and  negative  trends  pose  questions  for  the 
future  financing  of  the  Health  Service  and  the  pattern  of  control  of  expenditure. 

/in  immediate  exercise  for  the  new  Health  Authorities  will  be  to  determine  the  sort 
of  medical  care  that  society  can  afford,  and  to  establish  whose  responsibility  it 
is  to  answer  that  question.  There  will  be  a need  to  ensure  that  there  will  be  a 
local  voice  in  determining  local  priorities,  and  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
those  handicapped  groups  who  cannot  speak  for  themselves. 

Various  chapters  of  this  report  have  been  contributed  by  the  members  of  staff 
responsible  for  the  operational  management  of  the  section  concerned,  I am  grateful 
to  them  for  providing  this  information  and  details.  These  imderline  the  continual 
development  and  the  need  for  further  improvement  in  all  the  services. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  forev/ord,  the  new  management  arrangements  are 
fully  operational.  Many  of  the  responsible  officers  for  the  Environmental  Health 
services  are  former  members  of  the  Health  Department,  which  should  ensure  that  the 
various  aspects  of  collaboration  are  maintained  at  a high  level.  This  is  of 
fundamental  importance  in  a holiday  resort  with  the  many  special  problems  that 
arise,  especially  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  and  food  poisoning.  There 
will  always  be  a need  to  supervise  food  handling,  food  premises  and  food  hygiene. 
Evidence  of  the  importance  of  the  work  now  being  carried  out  will  be  foimd  in  the 
report  prepared  by  Mr,  Parker  as  the  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer,  Among  the 
food  samples  submitted  for  analysis  will  be  found  those  relating  to  milk,  An 
unadulterated  and  disease-free  milk  is  essential.  Because  much  of  this  excellent 
food  is  consumed  by  invalids  and  children,  of  special  significance  to  catering 
organisations  is  the  possibility  that  infection  in  milk,  which  has  not  been  heat 
treated,  can  produce  widespread  disease.  The  serious  effects  of  an  outbreak  of 
this  nature  in  Blackpool  was  demonstrated  in  1968.  The  present  legislation  to 
produce  brucellosis-free  herds  is  to  be  welcomed,  and  will  make  a considerable 
contribution  tow'ards  the  reduction  of  much  ill-defined  chronic  illness  in  the 
community.  The  aim  should  always  be  to  produce  millc  as  wholesome  as  possible,  and 
then  to  render  it  safe  by  pastein?isation  or  efficient  heat  treatment.  Many  members 
of  the  public  still  do  not  realise  that  there  are  supplies  of  milk  being 
distributed  in  an  imtreated  state  and  this  is  not  confined  to  remote  rmral  areas. 
Those  w'ho  accept  responsibility  for  the  good  health  of  others  shoiELd  keep  the 
source  of  their  milk  supply  imder  scrutiny  and  avoid  the  risks  of  using  untreated 
milk.  Plentiful  supplies  of  heat  treated  milk  are  now  available  to  provide  a safe 
supply  throughout  the  co\intry,  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  measures  will  be  taken 
to  ensure  that  only  a safe  supply  of  milk  is  available  to  the  public  or, 
alternatively,  that  untreated  milk  is  distinctly  and  prominently  labelled.  A 
precedent  for  this  practice  has  already  been  set  in  other  commodities. 

In  the  nationwide  publicity  now  being  given  to  the  nev/  conditions  inimical  to 
health  such  as  noise  and  pollution,  it  is  important  that  the  close  relationship 
between  good  health  and  a safe  food  supply  is  not  forgotten.  There  is  every 
confidence  that  the  nev/  organisation  will  continue  to  promote  efficiency  in  health 
care  in  the  futiare.  As  always,  success  will  depend  on  goodwill  and  willingness  to 
work  together  by  all  concerned. 

The  close  co-operation  between  the  family  doctors,  hospital  staffs  and  the 
Local  Health  Authority  for  the  years  that  I have  been  in  office  is  much  appreciated. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  v/ith  pleasure  that  I record  the  support  of  the  members  of 
the  Department,  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  County  Borough,  and  the  imfailing 
assistance  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Education  Committees,  an<^ 
especially  the  people  of  Blackpool,  This  ha.s  been,  a,s  in  the  past,  an 
encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

I also  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  friendship  and 
continued  efforts,  without  v/hich  the  past  23  years  would  not  have  been  so  pleasant.

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INEEGTIOUS  DISEASES  AM)  EPIDEMIOLOGY 


Happily,  the  level  of  infectious  disease  in  Blackpool  remains  low.  Only  two 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  occurred  since  1958,  and  no  cases  of  diphtheria  liave 
occurred  since  1950.  vnaooping  cough,  once  so  common,  had  only  one  notification 
diiring  1973,  and  none  at  all  during  1972 . 

There  were  only  113  cases  of  measles  notified  during  1973,  the  lowest  for  17 
years.  The  programme  of  measles  vaccination  was  introduced  in  1968,  and  thus  a 
considerable  nimiber  of  the  3-4  year  age  group  must  now  have  received  protection. 

Blackpool  maintained  its  good  record  with  regard  to  food  poisoning  and  enteric 
notifications,  and  this  is  particularly  satisfying  in  view  of  the  very  considerable 
amount  of  catering  required  locally  to  supply  the  holiday  trade  during  the  summer 
months .

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Contact  Tracing 


This  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  effective  method  of  controlling 
the  spread  of  gonorrhoea  in  the  community,  and  it  is  almost  entirely  with  cases  of 
gonorrhoea  that  contact  tracers  are  concerned.  The  work  can  be  difficult  and 
demanding,  in  that  hostility  and  lack  of  co-operation  can  often  be  encountered  when 
one  is  probing  into  this  very  intimate  area  of  hui.ian  relations. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Mackay,  Consultant  Venereologist,  reports  that  there  is  little 
conment  to  moke  on  the  general  situation  of  venereology  in  Blackpool,  but  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information  v/ith  regard  to  contact  tracing.  \?hen  an 
infected  patient  knov;s  his  or  her  contact(s),  they  are  given  a "contact  slip"  to 
pass  to  the  person(s)  concerned,  with  a request  that  they  should  attend  the  clinic 
for  examination  and  tests.  If  these  contacts  fail,  or  refuse  to  attend  they  are 
then  followed  up  by  a visit  from  the  two  contact  tracing  staff.  In  other  cases, 
v/here  a contact  is  not  really  known,  an  attempt  is  made  to  obta.in  descriptions, 
liabitual  haunts,  places  of  contact,  etc.,  with  a view  to  tracing  and  persuading 
them  to  attend  the  clinic. 


Health  Education  measures 


Vv'hilst  recognising  the  great  importance  of  health  education  in  combating  the 
spread  of  venereal  disease,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  any  planned  work  in 
this  direction  during  the  year.  However,  the  Health  Department  has  continued  to 
include  V.D.  in  the  programme  of  health  education  given  to  various  senior  schools 
in  the  town. 


There  is  a great  need  to  extend  health  education  in  V.D,  much  wider,  to 
include  all  senior  schoolchildren  and  as  many  adults  as  possible;  such  an 
\mdertaking  would,  however,  demand  more  resources  both  in  personnel  and  materials 
than  the  department  possesses  at  present.  It  is  one  more  example  of  the  value  of 
a health  education  officer,  which  the  department  has  been  trying  to  establish  for 
some  years  now. 
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HEALTH  CEITTEES 


There  are  at  present  no  health  centres  in  the  County  Borough  of  Blackpool, 

Pour  are,  however,  included  in  the  Capital  Programme,  including  two  in  1973/74. 

During  1973  discussions  continued  v\dth  a group  of  general  practitioners  concerning 
the  construction  of  a health  centre  in  Lytham  Road;  plans  v/ere  agreed  and 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  In  view  of  reorganisation, 
however,  all  information  and  plans  have  been  passed  to  the  new  ilrea  Health 
Authority  for  action  after  1st  April  1974.

The  following  foods  are  available  at  all  Infant  V/elfare  Clinics;  selection 
of  the  type  of  milk  or  food  is  normally  the  mother’s  choice,  except  where  the 
Medical  Officer  in  attendance  at  the  clinic  feels  that  the  infant  would  benefit 
from  a certain  type  of  milk  or  food.

Confinements  in  Hospital  and  Admission  to  Hospital  on  Social  Grounds 

The  Council  continue  to  loan  the  clinic  premises  at  the  Municipal  Health 
Centre  to  the  Blackpool  and  Pylde  Hospital  Management  Committee,  who  hold,  on 
Briday  morning  of  each  week,  a special  ante-natal  booking  clinic  for  those 
expectant  mothers  who  wish  to  have  their  confinement  in  G-lenroyd  lilatemity 
Hospital,  This  clinic  is  attended  by  the  Consultant  Obstetrician  to  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee, 

Usually,  all  first  confinements  are  booked,  but  other  cases  are  assessed 
according  to  their  medical  and  obstetrical  needs.  Those  considered  suitable  for 
home  confinements  are  referred  to  the  Health  Department  and  visited  by  the 
District  Midwife,  who,  if  she  feels  that  the  home  conditions  are  satisfactory, 
books  the  case,  Shoiild  the  home  environment  be  unsuitable,  a report  to  that 
effect  is  forwarded  to  the  Glenroyd  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  patient  is 
invariably  allocated  a bed  in  the  hospital.  In  certain  cases  expectant  mothers 
are  booked  for  confinement  in  Glenroyd,  but  for  discharge  home  shortly  after 
confinement  to  the  care  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwife. 


Congenital  Malformations 


Congenital  defects  apparent  at  birth  continue  to  be  reported  by  the  Glenroyd 
Maternity  Hospital,  Victoria  Hospital,  St,  Annes  Hospital  and  the  Domiciliary 
Midwives,  Any  malformation  observable  at  the  time  of  birth  is  notified  to  the 
Health  Department  on  the  statutory  notification  of  birth,  and  is  described  as 
accurately  as  possible  at  the  tine. 

In  the  case  of  stillbirths  notified  to  the  Department,  information  is 
requested  from  the  Blackpool  Victoria  Hospital  Pathological  Department  for  the 
findings  of  the  post-mortem  examination. 

These  cases  are  coded  according  to  the  type  of  malformation,  and  a return 
giving  identity  numbers  (not  names)  is  submitted  each  month  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  On  receipt  of  a notification  of  birth  reporting  a congenital 
malformation,  the  information  is  transferred  to  a v/allet  folder  which  is  passed 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  district  concerned.  These  folders  are  filed 
separately  at  the  area  clinics  to  enable  the  Medical  Officers  to  keep  the 
children  under  surveillance. 

During  1973,  39  babies  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  congenital  defects, 

A system  of  keeping  a check  on  the  children  "at  risk"  is  in  operation. 

Every  child  considered  to  be  "at  risk",  whether  as  a resxilt  of  the  notification 
by  the  Maternity  Hospital,  the  Health  Visitor's  report,  or  the  findings  of  the 
Medical  Officer  in  the  Department,  has  a card  made  out  in  the  central  office. 

These  are  coloia?  signalled  according  to  the  month  of  birth,  and  an  appointment  is 
made  for  the  child  to  be  seen  by  a Medical  Officer  at  six  and  twelve  months  of  age, 
and  subsequently  at  two,  three  and  four  years  of  age,  unless  it  is  considered  to  be 
no  longer  "at  risk",  or  is  transferred  to  the  Register  of  Physically  and  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children,  Hon-attenders  are  followed  up  by  a further  appointment,  and, 
where  necessary,  by  a visit  from  the  Health  Visitor, 
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PIIYSIOTIiERAPY 


The  Physiotherapy  Department  has  continued  during  197p  with  its  full 
complement  of  staff,  three  full-time  and  two  part-time  Senior  Physiotherapists. 

The  Geriatric  Clinics  at  Layton  and  the  Hea,ltli  Centre  continued  to  increase 
in  popularity,  and  during  the  year  a Radarmed  Micro  Wave  Unit  was  purchased, 
which  enabled  the  Physiotherapists  to  expand  the  range  of  their  treatments. 

The  Ante-Natal  classes  and  Stork  Clubs  continued  to  operate,  and  remained 
popular  Y'd.th  the  expectant  mothers. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  majority  of  v/ork  was  in  the  Child  Welfare  field, 
both  in  the  treatment  of  children  at  the  various  clinics,  and  work  done  at  the 
special  schools  in  the  area,  namely  Park  School,  Woodlands, and  Highfurlong  School, 

One  of  the  restrictions  to  development  of  the  Physiotherapy  Service  is 
shortage  of  space,  and  at  some  of  the  clinics  the  accommocL..,tion  is  very 
restricted  and  shared  v/ith  other  disciplines.  However,  if  the  planned  extensions 
of  Layton  and  Bispham  Clinics  materialise,  this  will  benefit  the  Physiotherapy 
Service  considerably.

The  family  planning  services  in  Blackpool  are  provided  by  the  Family 
Planning  Association  as  agents  of  the  local  authority,  and  the  following  report 
has  been  contributed  by  the  Local  Secretary  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Family 
Planning  Clinic . 

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1973/74  we  also  come  to  the  end  of 
an  era  in  oinr  history.  The  reorganisation  of  the  Health  Service  leaves  the  way 
now  open  for  the  complete  integration  of  our  services  into  the  National  Health 
Service.  Our  aims  and  objects  are  almost  achieved,  and  in  reviev/ing  our  year's 
work  we  appreciate  more  than  ever  the  enthusiasm  and  dedication  of  our  voluntary 
staff  and  medical  teams  that  have  brought  us  to  this  happy  point  in  time. 

Prom  our  15-patient  clinic  twice  weekly  in  1953;  we  now  have  nine  clinics 
throughout  the  Fylde  area,  dealing  with  many  hundreds  of  women.  In  the 
Blackpool  Corporation  area  we  have  four  flourishing  clinics,  the  largest  of  which 
at  the  Health  Centre  saw  almost  a thousand  new  patients  in  this  last  year,  and 
old  patients  made  about  5)000  visits. 

The  pill  continues  to  be  very  popular,  especially  now  that  the  new  mini  pills 
are  being  prescribed.  About  two-thirds  of  all  women  coming  to  the  clinic  decide 
in  favour  of  the  pill.  About  2,000  women  make  tv\dce  yearly  visits. 


The  I.U.D.  clinic  is  busy  and  we  are  fitting  the  new  Copper  7,  Gravigard,  type  ' ■ 
of  device,  although  this  type  has  to  be  replaced  every  two  years.  Further  studies 
and  trials  are  taking  place  with  the  Daikon  shield.  The  diaphragm  method  is  still 
aroimd,  and  contrary  to  general  belief  has  many  devotees. 

We  have  been  busy  also  with  psycho-sexual  counselling  work,  though  in  the 
coming  year  this  v/ill  have  to  be  transferred  to  the  St.  j'nnes  Clinic. 

We  have  also  extended  our  work  to  the  males  by  opening  a Vasectomy  Clinic, 

We  are  fortimate  in  having  the  services  of  Dr.  P.  K,  Biswas  (Siurgeon), 

Mrs.  Vernon  (Theatre  Sister)  and  I'.!Ir.  V/hittaker  (Male  N\u?se). 

The  lower  age  of  risk  gets  even  lower  and  highlights  the  desperate  need  for 
a more  involved  approach  by  the  schools.  The  ignorance  amongst  the  older  school 
child,  in  spite  of  sex  lectures,  is  very  tragic,  and  there  is  a great  need  for 
sexual  counselling  and  guidance  in  personal  relationships. 

Without  the  almost  daily  help  and  encouragement  from  Dr.  ?/auchob  and 
Me,  Pryar  and  his  staff,  we  could  not  have  achieved  our  goal.  As  we  look  forward 
to  the  coming  years  of  family  planning  in  this  area,  and  as  the  people  and 
personalities  change,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knov/ing  that  we  laid  the 
foundation  well.

Last  year  when  we  reported  on  increase  of  over  200^  in  the  number  of  fillings 
for  pre-school  children,  it  v/as  hoped  it  was  the  beginning  of  a snov^balling 
process.  In  the  event  this  hope  has  been  fulfilled,  and  there  has  been  in  1973 
an  impressive  800^  increase  compared  with  1971. 

This  continuing  rapid  development  of  the  service  deserves  our  thanks  to  all 
the  Dental  Officers  concerned,  and  special  thanks  to  Miss  Hall,  our  Auxiliony,  v\fho 
has  carried  out  a large  part  of  the  work.

MIDEIEERY 


This  has  been  a year  of  uncertainty  as  to  what  the  future  holds  for  this 
section  of  the  Community  Service.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  we  appear  little  nearer 
to  a hospital-based  service  when  integration  talces  place  in  April  1974* 

Since  1st  December,  all  night  calls  between  5.00  p.,m.  and  8,00  a.m,  are  taken 
by  the  hospital  staff  and  directed  to  the  Llidwife  on  duty.  So  far,  two  Midwives 
are  on  call  but  it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  this  to  one  in  the  future. 


Staff 


The  position  has  been  good  except  for  a number  of  weekends.  One  Midv/ife  has 
been  on  sick  leave  since  March,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  seven  full-time  and  one 
part-time  Midwives  were  in  post.  Four  Midwives  are  approved  district  teachers. 


Deliveries 

37  patients  were  delivered  at  home  against  62  in  1972,  To  this  number  can  be 
added  one  patient  who  delivered  at  home  and  was  not  notified  to  the  Midwife  irntil^' 
the  8th  day.  A second  patient  delivered  at  home  before  being  admitted  to  hospital*^ 
and  not  attended  by  a Community  Midwife. 

15  patients  were  delivered  in  hospital  by  the  Community  Midwives. 

A selected  number  of  patients  can  now  be  booked  for  delivery  in  hospital 
lander  the  care  of  the  Community  i\!Iidwife  and  general  practitioner. 


Early  Discharges  from  Hospital

Student  Training 

Seven  Student  Midwives  completed  training  during  the  year.  The  student 
nurses  from  Victoria  Hospital  continue  to  spend  two  days  v/ith  the  Midwife  during 
their  Community  experience.  These  days  are  always  much  enjoyed.  One  student  was 
able  to  attend  the  hone  confinement  of  on  ex-member  of  the  Health  Department  staff.

ihit e-Natal  Clinics 

Requests  have  been  received  fron  general  practitioners  for  a Midwife  to 
assist  at  their  ante-natal  clinics.  It  v/as  decided  that  consideration  would  be  ; 
given  where  more  than  15  patients  attended.  As  a result,  the  Midwives  now  attend 
four  general  practitioner  clinics.  This  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  see  many 
patients  who  will  be  discharged  early  from  hospital,

THE  HEALTH  VISITfflG  SERVICE 


1973  Has  been  a year  when  the  staff  have  inevitably  been  preoccupied  in 
contemplating  the  changes  which  would  come  about  with  the  reorganisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service.  There  has  been  a mass  of  circulars,  bulletins,  etc. 
produced  concerning  the  future  of  the  service,  but  it  was  only  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  that  information  of  a practical  natirre  wa,s  forthcoming.  Details  of 
appointment  of  staff  at  senior  grades  were  published,  and  from  this  the  structure 
of  the  Service  began  to  emerge. 

There  have  been  changes  in  Blackpool,  and  it  is  with  regret  that  the 
resignation  of  ftliss  M,  Saunders,  the  Principal  Nursing  Officer,  was  received  in 
September,  due  to  health  reasons. 

Miss  Saimders  joined  the  staff  of  Blackpool  ten  years  ago,  and  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  the  Health  Visiting  Service  in  1968,  During  this  period, 

Health  Visitor  - General  Practitioner  attachment  was  completed,  and  there  was  a 
general  expansion  throughout  the  Health  Visiting  Service, 

It  was  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mss  Saunders  that  this  section  was 
able  to  maintain  a good  service,  in  spite  of  the  increased  volume  of  v/ork  and 
shortage  of  staff,  and  her  guiding  influence  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Following  Miss  Saunders'  retirement,  f/trs,  J,  N.  Brookes  waS  appointed 
Principal  Nursing  Officer,  Health  Visiting  Service;  this  left  a Nursing  Officer 
Vacancy  to  which  Mrs,  H.  P,  Price  was  appointed  in  December.  As  mentioned  in  the 
/mnual  Report  1972,  a fourth  Nursing  Officer,  Mss  M.  M,  Holleran,  was  appointed 
to  commence  January  1974. 

Integration  Courses  - Preparation  for  Reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service 

Most  of  the  staff  took  the  opportunity  to  attend  these  courses  v/hich  were 
held  throughout  the  year. 


Other  Courses 


Both  field  and  management  staff  attended  coinrses  applicable  to  their  grade, 
^ School  Health 

Following  the  appointment  of  the  School  Nurses  in  the  previous  year,  there 
has  been  an  overall  improvement  in  the  Service,  mainly  due  to  the  great 
continuity  which  has  been  lacking  previously. 

It  became  apparent  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  that  there  were 
insufficient  n\irses  remaining,  follov/ing  the  School  Nurse  appointments,  to  cover 
clinic  sessions.  This  meant  that  on  occasions  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses 
were  called  in  to  cover  these  clinics.  Consequently,  to  relieve  the  situation 
four  part-time  Clinic  N-urses  were  appointed.  At  present  these  appointments  have 
had  to  be  held  against  the  Health  Visitor  establishment. 


Health  Visitor  Training 

Two  students  who  successfully  completed  the  training  at  Harris  College, 
Preston,  are  now  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  fcur  students  imdertaking  training. 
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Over  Sixties’  Clinic 


There  are  weekly  Over  Sixties'  Clinics  at  the  Municipal  Health  Centre  and 
Layton  Clinic  that  have  continued  very  successfully  during  the  year. 

There  are  attendances  at  both  clinics  varying  fron  50  to  70  people  in  this 
age  group.  Medical  examination  is  the  primary  aim  of  the  clinics  in  order  to 
detect  ill-health  in  its  early  stages  so  that  appropriate  action  nay  be  taken. 

There  is  a great  opportunity  for  Health  Education  at  these  clinics,  and  the 
weekly  programme  includes  speakers  who  talk  on  varying  aspects  of  health,  i.e, 
dietitians,  occupational  therapists,  also  info2?native  talks  from  representatives 
of  official  and  voluntary  organisations.  Cookery  demonstrations  and  film  shows 
on  relevant  subjects  add  variety  to  the  programme. 


Health  Education 


There  was  little  change  over  the  year.  The  Mothercraft  classes  which  were 
held  continuously  throughout  the  year,  were  slightly  reorganised  to  include  the 
midwifery  teaching  at  three  out  of  the  ten  sessions. 


Health  Education  programmes  in  schools  were  continued  as  in  previous  years, 
and  equipment  pvirc based  as  funds  allowed. 


Hospital  Liaison 

Expansion  in  this  area  of  work  has  been  seen  dioring  the  year.  The 
introduction  of  more  Paediatric  liaison  schemes,  including  the  attendance  of  a 
Health  Visitor  at  a Paediatric  Diabetic  Clinic. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  Diabetic  Liaison  Sessions. 


These  schemes  have  resulted  in  improved  integration  of  Hospital  - Community 
Staff  over  the  last  few  years,  and  have  in  fact  been  the  initial  stages  towards 
reorganisation. 


Community  H\u*sing  Option  for  Student  Hurses 


These  six-week  courses  have  continued  as  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  too  will  be  a great  help  in  the  reorganisation  of  the  Service  in  the 
\mder standing  of  each  other’s  roles.

HOME  NHESING 


This  has  been  a reasonable  year  staff  wise.  Phase  II  of  the  Working  Party 
Report  published  in  1972  for  increase  of  establishment  v/as  postponed  from  1st 
April  until  1st  November.  At  this  date,  one  S.R.N.  and  five  S.E.N.'s  were 
appointed.  One  S.E.N,  post  was  converted  to  part-time  N\irsing  Auxiliaries,  as 
there  is  still  much  work  that  can  be  covered  satisfactorily  by  this  grade  of 
staff.  One  Auxiliary  was  in  post  and  a second  appointed  who  would  be  free  in  the 
new  year.  There  has  been  no  lack  of  S.E.N.  applicants  for  these  posts. 
Unfortunately,  a ntimber  live  rather  too  far  away  to  be  considered. 

Two  Male  Nurses  took  up  posts  during  the  year,  making  four  in  all.  They  were 
in  welcome  addition  to  the  staff.

Visits 


The  number  of  home  visits  during  the  year  was  142,381,  The  sinrgery  and 
clinic  treatments  were  6,506,  making  a total  of  148,887,  This  again  is  a decrease 
on  the  previous  year. 

Clinics  for  ambulant  patients  have  been  started  at  Bispham  and  a second 
clinic  commenced  at  Abbey  Road,  This  will  eventually  save  travelling  time  for 
staff. 

It  appears  that  with  earlier  discharge  from  hospital,  heavier  cases  and  those 
requiring  longer  nursing  time  are  being  cared  for  at  home. 

Hospital  liaison 

This  has  continued  satisfactorily,  visiting  the  hospitals  as  before.  Now 
that  South  Shore  Hospital  is  part  of  the  group,  this  v/ill  need  to  have  liaison 
when  it  is  fuilly  established.  Two  of  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  are  able  to 
relieve  the  liaison  Sister  during  holidays  or  sick  leave. 

Patients  referred  from  hospital  for  care  in  the  community  totalled  1,916  as 
against  1,693  in  1972. 


Evening  Rota  System 

With  the  increase  in  staff,  it  should  nov^  be  possible  to  increase  the  visits 
to  patients  between  the  ho\irs  of  6.00  p.m,  - 10,00  p,m.  Much  thought  has  gone 
into  planning  this,  but  so  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  a base  v/ith 
adequate  telephone  arrangements. 


General  Practitioner  Attachment 

During  the  year,  discussions  took  place  with  representatives  of  Lancashire 
County  Council  regarding  the  patients  of  General  Practitioners  in  the  Anchorsholme/ 
Cleveleys  border.  It  was  finally  agreed  that  from  1st  September,  all  patients  of 
one  General  Practitioner  based  in  Blackpool  would  be  visited  by  the  Blackpool  staff 
and  patients  of  General  Practitioners  based  at  Thornton  Health  Centre  would  be 
visited  by  Lancashire  County  Council  staff.  This  now  appears  to  be  working  well 
after  a fev/  initial  problems. 
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Student  Nurse  Training 


Three  groups  of  Student  Nurses  have  spent  six  v/eeks  gaining  Community 
experience.  Two  weeks  are  spent  with  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  (and  Brothers), 
and  most  students  have  found  this  a valuable  part  of  their  training.  The  , 
remaining  student  and  Pupil  Nurses  spend  a day  in  the  Corjnunity. 

The  Principal  N\irsing  Officer,  together  with  the  Principal  Nursing  Officer, 
Health  Visiting,  spend  some  tine  with  each  group  of  Medical  Students  who  visit  the 
Department . 


District  Nurse  Training 

During  the  year.  Miss  Jamieson,  Miss  Singleton  and  Mrs.  Sumnall  obtained  the 
National  Certificate  of  District  Nursing,  firs,  Y/iggin  obtained  the  S.E.N, 
Certificate  in  District  Nursing. 


Integration  Courses 


The  District  Niorsing  Sisters  have  attended  a one  week  course  at  the  College 
of  Technology  and  i\rt  in  preparation  for  integration.  Most  staff  have  gained 
knowledge  of  their  colleagues'  work  and  problems. 


Management  Courses 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  two  types  of  coiirse  of  one  or  two  weeks'  duration 
were  arranged  at  Victoria  Hospital,  District  Nursing  Sisters  joined  their  hospital 
colleagues  on  the  first  of  these  courses.

This  is  hardly  surprising  in  view  of  the  reduction  in  the  birth  rate  from  13.08 
to  11,37.  However,  the  percentage  of  primary  courses  against  the  birth  rate 
actually  increased,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  figures  for  the  Community  Health  Immunisation  and  Vaccination  statistics,

So  far  as  the  nimiber  of  reinforcing  doses  dinring  1973  is  concerned,  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  tetanus  doses  v\ras  due  to  the  fact  that  during  1972, 
owing  to  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age,  no  tetanus  doses  had  been  given 
to  school  leavers.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  diphtheria/tetanus  reinforcing 
doses  was  due  to  a change  in  the  system  adopted  locally.  In  previous  years, 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  doses  were  given  in  the  September  to  December  period. 
During  1973,  however,  they  were  given  following  school  entrance  medical 
examinations,  and  as  a result  the  programme  was  not  completed  before  the  end  of 
1973. 

Probably  the  most  important  factor  contributing  to  complacency  on  the  part 
of  the  public  is  that  Blackpool  has  been  fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  serious 
infectious  disease  for  some  time.  The  last  diphtheria  notification  was  in  1950, 
and  only  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  occurred  in  the  past  fifteen  years,  so 
the  public  are  gradully  becoming  less  aware  of  the  dangers  of  outbrealcs  of 
infectious  diseases. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  more  can  be  done  to  Increase  the  present  level 
of  acceptence  of  immunisation  until  there  is  an  outbreak;,  although  the  "umbrella 
consent"  system  now  in  operation  has  undoubtedly  helped  to  maintain  present 
levels  of  protection.  The  Health  Visitors  will,  no  doubt,  remain  the  most 
valuable  personnel  in  impressing  on  the  parents  the  value  of  prophylactic 
immunisation.

The  Station  Officers  act,  in  rota,  in  the  capacity  of  liaison  officer  between 
the  staffs  of  the  Blackpool  and  County  Ambulance  Services,  and  the  hospital  staffs, 
with  the  Lancashire  County  Ambulance  Service  paying  a proportion  of  the  salary, 

47  of  the  50  staff  in  post  at  the  end  of  1973  had  qualified  for  the  proficiency 
certificate  issued  by  the  /imbulance  Service  Advisory  Committee, 


Training  ^ 

One  member  of  staff  attended  the  six-week  basic  training  course  organised  by 
Lancashire  County  Council  at  the  Coimty  Training  School  at  Westleigh.  Seven  men 
attended  the  two-week  refresher  coirrse. 

In-service  training,  which  was  introduced  in  1972,  was  continued  during  1973 
and  d\iring  the  year  19  men  completed  a 40-hour  training  programme.  The  Department 
is  particularly  fortunate  in  having  two  qualified  instructors  in  lir.  Young,  Chief 
ibabulance  Officer,  and  Ilr.  D.  Lewis,  Station  Officer,  who  are  able  to  organise  and 
achieve  this  in-service  training  programe. 

Hospital  experience  which  was  also  introduced  in  1972  in  accordance  with

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  number  of  primary  notifications  increased  from  38  in  1972  to  40  in  1973 > 
thus  indicating  there  are  sources  of  infection,  and  the  co-operation  of  all 
adiilts  is  important  to  bring  about  the  end  of  this  infection. 

In  1972  in  England  and  Wales  there  vrere  over  1,400  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  illustrating  that  it  is  still  a disease  to  be  reckoned  v/ith,  and 
still  causes  more  deaths  per  annum  than  any  other  infectious  disease. 

The  Department  has  one  full-time  Health  Visitor  whose  main  concern  is  the 
care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  patients.  As  in  previous  years  a close 
liaison  v/ith  the  Chest  Clinic  of  the  Blackpool  and  Eylde  Hospital  Management 
Committee  was  maintained,  the  Health  Visitor  acting  as  relief  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
during  holiday  periods.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


During  1973  the  Chiropody  Service  of  the  Department  continued  to  make  its 
significant  contribution  to  the  health  of  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped. 
The  service  is  very  important  in  that  it  not  only  relieves  pain  and  discomfort, 
but  helps  to  keep  patients  more  mobile  and  thus  better  able  to  enooy  a fuller 
life.  It  is,  therefore,  considered  a sound  investment  in  that  a more  mobile 
retired  population  should  make  fewer  demands  on  other  statutory  and  voluntary 
services. 

The  service  is  organised  for  persons  of  retirement  age,  expectant  mothers 
and  registered  disabled  persons;  a charge  of  15p  per  person  is  made  and  Ambulance 
transport  to  a Chiropody  Clinic  is  available  where  considered  necessary.  The 
number  of  Chiropodists  employed  has  been  increased,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  three  full-time  and  seven  part-time  Chiropodists.  Eight  patients 
receive  an  appointment  for  each  clinic  session  and  the  average  attendance  is 
seven , 


The  number  of  domiciliary  treatments  increased  dramatically  during  1973,  but 
clearly  the  number  which  can  be  treated  per  session  on  this  basis  is  fewer  and 
the  average  was  five. 


To  maintain  an  efficient  service  it  is  considered  that  Chiropody  patients 
should  have  an  average  of  five  appointments  per  year  (i.e.  every  ten  weeks). 
However,  the  increasing  demands  from  nev/  patients  means  that  an  average  time 
between  appointments  is  often  as  much  as  fifteen  weeks  in  some  parts  of  the  town. 
It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  the  need  for  additional  Chiropody  sessions  will 
continue  to  grow  in  on  area  which ias  such  a high  proportion  of  elderly  people.

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


During  1973  four  clinics  were  held  each  week  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  Mere side  Clinic  was  held  monthly. 

The  total  number  of  smears  taken  throughout  the  year  was  1,381,  of  which 
467  were  repeats  of  smears  taken  three  to  five  years  previously.  The  number  of 
patients  attending  has  fallen  (l,508  smears  taken  in  1972),  but  the  "pick-up" 
rate  was  high. 

There  were  seven  positive  or  suspicious  smears  this  year,  giving  a rate  of 
5.1  per  1,000,  Four  of  these  seven  patients  had  cone  biopsies  carried  out,  and 
in  one  of  these  there  was  evidence  of  malignant  invasion.  One  smear  reverted  to 
normal  without  treatment.  The  remaining  two  smears  showed  mild  changes  and  were 
watched  and  repeated.

This  year  five  of  the  seven  patients  with  positive  or  suspicious  smears 
were  under  33  - again  showing  the  need  to  encourage  women  in  this  age  group  to 
have  smears  taken.

We  are  always  very  grateful  for  the  liaison  and  co-operation  from  the 
Pathology  and  Gynaecology  Departments  of  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool, 
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HAEMODIALYSIS  IN  THE  HOME 


Circular  2/68  gave  local  authorities  the  approval,  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  to  convert  or  adapt  domestic  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  artificial  kidney  machines  for  ir!^ermittent  haemodialysis 
in  the  home. 

The  room  chosen  for  the  installation  of  a kidney  machine  needs  to  be  80  to 
100  square  feet  to  accommodate  a bed  and  the  required  equipment,  a direct  supply 
of  hot  and  cold  water  to  a Belfast  sink.  The  walls  and  also  the  ceiling  should 
be  washable  and  the  floor  crack-free  and  covered  in  waterproof  material. 

Adequate  drainage  is  essential  and  may  necessitate  additional  plumbing.  There 
may  also  be  a need  for  additional  electrical  wiring  for  the  dialyser  which 
requires  a 30  amp  supply.  An  extension  alarm  or  warning  bell  is  also  considered 
necessary.  The  hospital  authorities,  in  addition  to  providing  the  kidney  machine 
also  pay  for  the  installation  and  rental  of  a telephone. 

There  is  provision  under  Section  28  for  the  authority  to  make  charges  for 
the  provision  of  such  alterations  as  may  be  required.  The  policy  determined  by 
this  authority  is  that  in  deciding  whether  there  should  be  any  repayment,  regard 
should  be  made  to  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient,  and  to  whether  the 
house  value  would  be  improved.  If  financial  circumstances  so  justify,  a 
negotiated  contribution  by  the  Corporation  is  considered  appropriate  or  - in  the 
case  of  improvement  of  housevalue  - an  interest-free  loan.  Where  the  house  did 
not  lend  itself  to  suitable  adaptations  or  where  the  owner  would  not  agree  to 
them  being  carried  out,  the  family  in  question  could  be  re-housed  in  a suitable 
municipal  dwelling, 

Following  requests  from  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Artificial  Kidney  Unit 
at  Withington  Hospital,  Manchester,  this  authority  have  adapted  fo\n'  homes  for 
this  piarpose.  Unfortunately,  two  of  the  patients  subsequently  died. 
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I/EDICAL  EX^ilfllUATIONS 


Bxaaination  for  Corporation  Employment 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Authority  that  all  persons  obtaining  employment 
within  the  Corporation,  whether  technical,  clerical,  administrative  or  manual 
(with  certain  exceptions  in  the  cases  of  seasonal  employees)  are  required  to  pass 
a medical  examination.  This  includes  both  full  and  part-time  employees.  In 
addition  to  a medical  examination,  certain  categories  of  employee,  including 
ninrsing  staff,  teaching  staff,  school  meal  workers,  Home  Helps,  day  nursery 
staff  and  others  whose  employment  brings  them  into  regijilar  contact  vath  children 
are  required  to  have  an  X-ray  examination. 


Long  Term  Sickness 

It  is  also  Council  policy  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  informed  of 
any  Corporation  employee  who  is  absent  from  duty  for  a period  of  six  weeks  or 
more  due  to  sickness  or  injxiry.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  then  decides 
whether  a medical  examination  is  necessary,  having  regard  to  the  circumstances  of 
the  case. 


During  1973,  1057  medical  examinations  on  Corporation  employees  were 
carried  out,  and  the  results  are  analysed  on  the  next  page. 


Epilepsy  and  Driving 


The  Motor  Vehicle  (Driving  Licences)  Regulation  1970,  enabled  certain 
persons  suffering  from  epilepsy  to  hold  a driving  licence,  providing  they  could 
satisfy  certain  specified  medical  requirements. 


26  cases  were  referred  by  the  Licensing  Authority  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  during  1973.  Of  these,  15  cases  had  been  assessed  previously,  and  were 
referred  for  an  annual  review.  After  contacting  the  general  practitioners 
concerned,  and  after  consideration  of  all  the  available  medical  evidence, 
appropriate  reports  were  sent  to  the  Licensing  Authority  on  each  case. 


Examination  of  Eylde  Water  Board  Staff 

Widal  tests  and  bacteriological  examination  of  faeces  and  urine  specimens 
v/ere  carried  out  on  27  new  employees  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Pylde  Water 
Board.  Negative  results  were  received  in  respect  of  all  these  tests. 


Medical  Examinations  of  Teaching  Staff 

Student  teachers  are  required  to  have  a medical  examination  for  entry  to  the 
Colleges  of  Education,  and  during  the  year  119  such  medicals  were  completed.  In 
addition  19  examinations  were  performed  in  respect  of  entrants  to  the  teaching 
profession.  X-ray  examinations  are  carried  out  when  a teacher  commences  duty  for 
the  first  time  (as  part  of  the  medical  examination) , or  where  a teacher  is  taking 
up  a new  post  in  Blackpool.  Teachers  already  employed  by  the  Authority  are 
informed  of  visits  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit. 


Medical  Examinations  of  Children  in  Care  and  for  Adoption 

A weekly  session  is  held  at  which  "into"  or  "out  of"  care  medical 
examinations  are  carried  out.  Should  any  urgent  cases  arise  it  is  usually  possible 
to  absorb  them  into  the  normal  routine  clinics.  One  Medical  Officer  in  Department 
is  involved  in  carrying  out  all  these  examinations,  and  the  doctor  also  attends 
the  Social  Services  (Special  Cases)  Sub  Committee  which  meets  every  five  weeks. 
During  1973,  134  such  examinations  v/ere  carried  out. 
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In  addition,  the  Medicsil  Officer  in  Deportment  also  carries  out  medical 
examinations  for  adoption,  gives  advice  to  the  Social  Services  Department,  and  is 
responsible  for  acquiring  any  other  medical  information  which  may  be  required. 

If  fiirther  medical  opinion  is  necessary,  the  child  is  referred  to  the 
Consultant  Paediatrician.  During  1973,  17  medical  examinations  in  connection 
with  adoption  were  carried  out.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Deputy  and  one  Assistant  Medical  Officer  are 
authorised  under  the  Crenation  Act  to  issue  certificates  giving  permission  to 
cremate.  Applications  to  cremate  at  the  Blackpool  Crematori-um  numbered  2,283. 

Of  these,  1,364  v/ere  in  respect  of  Blackpool  residents.

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MEDICAL  AEEMGEMENTS  MDR  LOFG  STAY  IMMIGMTS 


When  imigrants,  both  aliens  and  Comonwealth  citizens,  settle  in  this 
country  they  are  often  ignorant  of  the  scope  and  arrangenents  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  Some  come  from  comtries  V7here  they  have  been  particularly 
subject  to  the  risk  of  Tuberculosis, 

Under  the  arrangements  outlined  in  Circular  1/65)  Medical  Inspectors  at  Ports 
of  entry  forward  information  about  long  stay  immigrants  who  give  addresses  within 
this  Borough,  Medical  Officers  in  Department  visit  and  give  general  information 
about  the  Health  Service,  and  encourage  them  to  register  themselves  and  their 
dependants  with  Medical  Practitioners,  with  a view  particularly  to  chest  X-rays 
where  appropriate. 

During  1973,  38  advice  notes  were  received  from  Ports  and  Airports,  and  22 
of  these  were  contacted  by  the  Department,.  The  main  problem  of  contacting  the 
immigrants  was  that  often  they  did  not  report  to  the  address  shown  on  the  advice 
note,  Blost  of  the  immigrants  were  Chinese,  to  service  the  growing  number  of 
Chinese  restaurants  in  the  tom.  Among,  the  difficulties  encoiontered  is  the 
language  barrier,  which  often  makes  it  difficult  to  communicate  with  the 
immigrants,  who  in  some  cases  give  the  impression  they  do  not  vdsh  to  \mderstand,  >

Hone  Safety  in  the  town  is  organised  by  the  Blackpool  Hone  Safety  Conuittee 
conposed  of  representatives  fron  the  Local  Council,  Electricity  Board,  Gas  Board, 
Eire,  Police  and  Social  Services  Lepartnent  representatives,  Aa  Adninistrative 
Assistant  in  the  Health  Department  also  acts  as  Hone  Safety  Officer  and  assists  the 
Connittee  where  required. 

It  has  long  been  accepted  in  this  country  that  adequate  neasiores  should  be 
taken  by  the  connunity  to  ensure  a healthy  environnent,  and  vast  anounts  are 
expended  to  provide  a comprehensive  health  service  and  ensure  a clean  environnent. 
More  emphasis  is  now  placed  on  the  prevention  of  illness,  and  the  reorganisation  of 
the  Health  Service  will  reinforce  this  trend.  However,  one  health  problem  which 
has  been  consistently  predominant  is  the  high  nxjnber  of  deaths  and  injuries  caused 
as  a result  of  accidents  in  the  hone,  - 

40  PER  CENT  of  all  fatal  accidents  in  Great  Britain  occur  in  what  night 
normally  be  described  as  "safe"  domestic  surroundings, 

MORE  CHILDREN  UNDER  15  YE/JRS  OE  AGE  are  killed  in  their  own  hones  than  die 
fron  accidental  causes  elsewhere,  including  road  accidents. 

MORE  CHILDREN  UNDER  15  YE/iRS  OE  AGE  die  fron  accidents  in  the  hone  than  fron 
any  single  infectious  disease, 

CHILDREN  UNDER  5 YEARS  OE  AGE  - a fatal  hone  accident  is  the  third  largest 
cause  of  death. 

In  1971,  there  were  6,245  deaths  in  England  and  Y/ales  as  a result  of  hone 

accidents.  Injuries  are  difficult  to  calculate,  but  are  estimated  to  be  in  the 

region  of  1^  million.  The  results  of  these  hone  accidents  are:- 

1)  A heavy  strain  on  the  Health  Service  which  could  otherwise 

concentrate  its  attention  on  other  aspects  of  the  service, 

2)  Productivity  is  reduced  when  v/age-eamers  are  off,  having 

injiued  thenselves,  or  have  to  stay  at  hone  to  care  for 
injured  relatives, 

3)  Severe  and  unnecessary  suffering,  perhaps  disablement  for  life 
can  be  caused,  p'orticularly  to  the  under  5's  and  over  65’ s. 

Undoubtedly  there  is  a need  for  increasing  the  public’s  awareness  of  the  need 
to  protect  their  safety  and  that  of  their  dependants.  The  Hone  Safety  Committee 
has,  therefore,  an  uneivlable  task,  as  the  avoidance  of  accidents  often  requires 
changes  in  behaviour  and  a degree  of  discipline. 

The  Connittee ’s  activities  during  the  year  follow  the  traditional  pattern  of 
talks  and  film  shows  to  organisations  such  as  Boy  Scouts,  Young  Wives'  Associations. 
Old  Age  Pensioners*  Associations  and  schoolchildren.  In  the  BLackpool  area  over 
20  per  cent  of  the  population  are  in  the  65  plus  age  group,  and  the  Connittee, 
therefore,  concentrated  its  activities  on  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  older 
people  the  dangers  that  can  cause  accidents  in  the  hone, 

Y/ith  the  reorganisation  of  local  government  and  the  National  Health  Service, 
the  structure  of  Hone  Safety  will  change  dramatically.  The  District  Councils  will 
have  the  powers  of  the  Hone  Safety  Act  1961;  ilrea  Health  Authorities  will  have 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  Health  Education,  It  is  important  for  Home 
Safety  Connittees  to  press  the  new  authorities  to  exercise  their  powers  and 
responsibilities  quickly,  and  to  allocate  more  resources,  both  in  terns  of 
personnel  and  finance,  to  hone  safety.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that 
more  money  spent  on  prevention  would  be  a sound  investment,  and  the  opportunity  for 
expanding  hone  safety  activities  shoijld  not  be  lost. 


FIRST  AID  SERVICE 


The  Health  Department,  as  in  previous  years,  continued  to  provide  a First  Md 
service  from  the  specially  adapted  First  Aid  Caravan  situated  on  the  Central 
Promenade  during  the  summer  months.  The  unit  was  open  from  25th  May  to  22nd 
October,  and  at  the  height  of  the  season  for  seven  days  a week,  ten  hours  per  day. 
The  unit  was  staffed  by  two  S.R.N’s  on  a rota  basis.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936 

The  Baths  General  Manager  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  infomation:- 


The  Open  Air  Bath 

Built  1923,  naxinuLi  length  376  ft.  naxitiun  width  172  ft.;  championship  area 
333  ft.  X 75  ft.;  capacity  1,600,000  gallons;  spectators  accommodation  5,000; 
source  of  water  supply  - pumped  from  the  sea  through  the  900  ft.  x 8 in.  intake 
pipeline,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  selective  water,  into  a 500,000  gallon  settling 
tank.  The  water  is  allowed  to  settle  for  a pre-determined  period  of  a minimum  of 
eight  hours  and  is  treated  with  a regulated  dosage  of  chlorine,  it  is  then 
filtered  through  four  gravity-fed  filters  at  a t\irn-over  rate  of  approximately 
eight  hours. 


Derby  Baths 

Main  pool  50  m.  x 55  ft.;  capacity  485,000  gallons;  spectators  accommodatj/'ji 
2,000;  learners’  pool  33  ft.  x 33  ft.;  capacity  17,000  gallons;  source  of  wate.  " 
supply  - pumped  from  the  sea  into  two  settling  tanks  120,000  gallons  capacity, 
prior  to  filtration;  turn-over  rate  - main  pool  approximately  three  hours,  learner 
learners’  pool  approximately  two  hours. 

Remedial  Section 


The  Remedial  Section  of  the  Derby  Baths,  work  on  which  was  suspended  due  to 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1939 » now  stands  completed  in  a modified  form.  In 
the  light  of  the  changed  circumstances  of  needs,  ideas  of  planning,  the 
availability  of  specialised  equipment  and  improved  techniques  in  building, 
considerable  alterations  to  the  original  conception  were  made  in  consultation  with 
the  Baths  General  Manager  and  the  Baths  Committee  to  malce  this  establishment 
unique  in  the  range  of  facilities  provided.  There  is  space  within  the  new  section 
for  future  development  if  demand  justifies. 

Groimd  floor 


The  gromd  floor  comprising  some  5,680  square  feet  of  floor  area  provides  tb 
Warley  Road  entrance  with  ticket  office,  telephones  and  lift  and  stairs  up  to  the 
Gymnasium  on  the  second  floor. 

Dressing  Room 

Erom  the  entrance  the  patron  enters  the  Cooling  and  Dressing  Room  area  which 
provides  27  cubicles  with  reclining  couches  and  wardrobes,  where  attendants  will 
furnish  hot  towels,  etc.,  appropriate  to  the  treatment  to  be  undertaken.  This 
portion  also  includes  some  lounge  area,  facilities  for  refreshments,  and  toilet 
accommodation.  Prom  here,  the  patron  will  go  to  the  treatment  desired  and  return 
for  rest,  cooling  and  refreshment. 

Facilities  provided  and  administered  by  competent  staff  include;  three 
authentic  timber  Sauna  Baths  of  Finnish  make,  each  of  which  will  accommodate  ten 
to  fifteen  persons  a session. 
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Five  marble  shampoo  and  massage  slabs  with  associated  basins,  scotch  and 
Vichy  douches,  provided  with  hot  or  cold,  fresh  or  sea  vrater.  Two  stainless 
steel  Aeratone  vessels,  one  of  which  is  provided  v/ith  hoisting  and  lowering  gear 
for  aiding  disabled  patrons.  Two  vapour  rooms.  Suite  of  three  Turkish  Rooms, 
each  progressively  warmer.  Three  bathrooms  for  hot,  fresh  and  sea  water  baths, 
Luma  pine  and  hydropathic  treatment. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  cooling  area  for  various  electrical  and  infra-red 
treatments  to  be  undertaken.  In  association  with  the  foregoing,  there  are 
ancillary  showers,  needle  sprays  and  a small  pool  for  total  immersion.  The 
central  core  of  the  ground  floor  area  is  given  over  to  staff  rooms,  toilets  and 
storage. 

Gymnasium 

The  Gymnasium  (2,668  sq,  ft,)  providing  facilities  for  approximately  32 
patrons  at  one  time,  comprises  a fully  fixrnished  hall  60  feet  long  by  30  feet 
wide,  and  ancillary  Instructor's  Room,  Kit  Store,  changing  accommodation, 
showers  and  toilets.  Equipment  is  provided  for  basket  ball,  indoor  football, 
netball,  boxing  and  badminton;  the  enthusiast  will  also  find  a trapeze,  a 
trampoline,  a punch  ball,  a cycle  exerciser,  a "Readson"  Stimulator,  and  the 
usual  facilities  for  vaulting,  climbing,  swinging  and  other  gyimiastic  activities. 

Decor 

The  interior  finishes  on  the  ground  floor  include  heated  and  illuminated 
ceilings,  washable  plastic  fabric,  timber  or  ceramic  mosaics  or  tiles  to  walls, 
and  resilient  P.V.C.  carpet,  ceramic  mosaics  or  tile  floors.  The  Gymnasium  end 
wall  is  tiled  and  the  floor  consists  of  maple  strip.  The  exterior  of  the 
building  is  clad  in  a protected  metal  sheathing  which  replaced  the  original 
faience.  The  engineering  services  to  serve  the  above  installations  comprise; 
a new  boiler  plant  consisting  of  foiu?  Thompson  Multi  Pack  type  boilers,  fitted 
with  Hamworthy  Rotary  Cup  Burners,  has  been  installed,  using  35  second  fuel  oil. 
The  number  two  boiler  house  in  the  Remedial  Section  has  nov/  been  converted  for 
oil  fuel  storage,  with  associated  calorifiers  for  heating  circuits,  for  fresh 
and  salt  v/ater  lines  and  tanks  at  roof  level  for  storage  and  head. 

There  are  diving  boards  in  the  two  above  establishments  of  international 
standard  type  up  to  ten  metres.

Before  entering  the  filters,  in  all  the  above  establishments,  the  v;ater  is 
chemically  treated  with  alumina  and  soda  by  means  of  open-type  coagulation 
plants.  The  chlorine  gas  process  admits  of  easy  and  accurate  adjustments  to  meet 
the  varying  needs  of  the  swimming  pool,  and  v/e  maintain  the  "free  chlorine 
content"  to  comply  with  the  Ministry's  standards  for  marginal  chlorination 
0,2  p.p.m,  to  0,5  p.p.m,  to  ensure  accurance  control, 

A special  feature  of  the  swimming  bath  water  circulation  system  at  the 
Derby  Bath  is  the  multiple  inlets  and  outlets  water  withdrawal  and  distributing 
arrangements,  which  ensures  pure  water  over  the  whole  area  of  the  Bath.

This  project  has  advanced  to  the  stage  where  tenders  have  been  accepted, 
but  the  Policy  and  Finance  Committee  have  deferred  for  twelve  months  the 
proposal  to  proceed  with  the  project. 
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V/ATER  SUPPLY 


The  Authority  responsible  for  the  water  supply  in  Blackpool  is  the  Pylde 
Water  Board,  and  the  Engineer  of  the  Board  has  been  good  enoxAgh  to  furnish  the 
follov/ing  inf  or  nation 


Water  supplied  to  Blaclq)ool  is  collected  at  two  sources:-  (a)  fron 
watersheds  at  Barnacre,  and  (b)  at  Stocks  on  the  River  Holder,  and  is  satisfactory 
in  both  quantity  and  quality.  At  both  these  head  works,  upland  surface  water  is 
collected  and  stored  in  reservoirs.  The  watershed  at  Barnacre  is  free  fron  hunan 
habitation  and  at  Stocks  the  Pylde  Water  Board  owns  the  watershed  and  controls 
all  operations  on  it. 

Inuring  the  sunner  nonths,  the  water  fron  Barnacre  was  augnented  by  water 
punped  fron  a new  borehole  at  Garstang,  and  the  water  fron  Stocks  augnented  by 
borehole  water  fron  Broughton,  This  water  is  excellent  in  quality  but  is 
sonewhat  harder  than  the  upland  water,  and  the  effect  of  this  is  shown  in  the 
chenical  analyses  set  out  later  in  this  report. 

Bacteriological  exaninations  have  been  nade  throughout  the  year  of  both  the 
raw  water  and  treated  v^rater,  and  the  res\,ilts  are  as  follows:-  .

No  action  has  been  necessary  throughout  the  year,  as  no  contamination  has  been 
ountered . 

The  level  of  fluoride  in  water  supplied  to  the  town  is  very  low,  i.e.  less 
than  0,10  p.p.n.  as  P,  and  this  is  well  below  the  optimum  figure  for  the  prevention 
of  dental  caries. 
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Fluoridation  of  Water  Supply 


The  present  position  concerning  the  fluoridation  of  vi/ater  supply  in  the  area 
is  that  the  County  Boro\igh  of  Blackpool  approved  in  principle,  in  1963  and  1965, 
the  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply. 

Water  in  the  County  Borough  of  Blackpool  is  supplied  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board, 
who  have  indicated  that  no  formal  decision  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water  supply  can 
be  made  until  formal  requests  are  received  from  all  the  health  authorities 
concerned.  The  West  Riding  County  Coimcil  formally  requested  the  addition  of 
fluoride  some  years  ago  in  respect  of  the  Bowland  Rural  District,  but  as  this  was 
a fragmented  supply  it  was  not  practicable.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  have 
now  decided  to  go  ahead  v/ith  implementation  of  fluoridation  of  water  supply, 
initially  in  the  areas  supplied  by  Manchester  City  Council  Water  Authority, 

However,  financial  limitations  will  restrict  any  further  extension  in  1973-1974. 

The  cost  of  fluoridation  so  far  as  the  County  Borough  of  Blackpool  is 
concerned  is  estimated  to  be  in  the  region  of  4p  per  head  of  population. 

It  would  appear  that  the  question  of  fluoridation  cannot  now  be  resolved 
before  1974,  v\^en  both  local  authorities  and  water  supply  authorities  are 
reorganised.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AMD  RMWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


1.  A review  of  the  year  ended  31st  December  1973 

Tabulated  details  of  the  inspections  csirried  out  during  1973,  together 
with  the  various  findings,  are  shown  in  the  lists  which  form  part  of  this 
report. 

During  the  year  the  Department  received  180  new  registrations  and  these 
premises  were  inspected  on  receipt  of  the  notices,  252  registrations  were 
cancelled.  The  problem  of  failure  of  employers  generally  to  register  is 
probably  more  acute  In  Blackpool,  because  of  the  high  rate  of  change  of 
occupancy  (estimated  at  30^  per  annum)  and  seasonal  occupation. 

Routine  street  by  street  inspections  were  continued,  but  priority  was 
given  to  new  registrations,  accident  investigations,  hoists  and  lifts,  and 
advice.  The  Department  wrote  to  all  architects  and  proposers  submitting  plans 
(for  planning  and/or  building  control  purposes)  in  respect  of  requirements. 

This  service  continued  to  be  most  valuable  to  architects  and  to  the  Department, 
However,  plans  without  adequate  provision  for  ventilation  continued  to  be 
submitted. 

There  were  57  reported  accidents,  a decrease  of  10,  Ho  serious  accident 
was  reported.  During  the  year  a survey  of  the  town’s  retail  shoe  shops 
revealed  that  there  are  no  Pedescopes  in  use,  A survey  of  car  washing  plant 
was  made  to  ensijre  that  there  were  no  "trapping  points". 

Delays  by  engineers  instructed  to  repair  hoists  and  lifts  continued  to  be 
a problem,  and  the  Department  stresses  the  desirability  of  certificated 
completion  of  repair. 


2,  A review  of  the  first  ten  years  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railv/ay  Premises  Act 

The  Act,  by  providing  much  needed  standards  for  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  employees  in  shops  and  offices,  has  achieved  considerable 
improvement  in  working  conditions.  In  Blackpool,  the  most  noticeable 
improvement  has  been  in  the  offices,  particularly  during  the  last  five  years, 
when  jurpose  built  accommodation  and  houses  converted  into  offices  have 
provided  much  higher  standards. 

Iftliilst  the  inspection  of  registered  premises  has  made  the  employers  aware 
of  their  responsibility,  experience  has  shown  that  few  employees  are 
sufficiently  interested  to  read  the  abstracts  provided  and  is  accompanied  by 
the  fact  that  few  complaints  are  received. 

Considerable  difficulty  in  securing  registration  by  employers  has  been 
experienced  in  Blaclqpool,  This  is  due  to  the  seasonal  use  of  premises  and  to 
the  changes  of  occupancy  of  shops,  estimated  to  be  305^  per  annum. 

There  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the  guarding  of  dangerous 
machinery  and  a reduction  in  the  nimiber  of  reported  accidents,  but  it  is 
suspected  tha.t  many  accidents  are  not  broiight  to  the  attention  of  the  Local 
Authority.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  Blackpool  the  majority  of 
accidents  reported  came  from  approximately  six  major  concerns. 

Most  large  concerns  novi  provide  staff  rooms  for  their  employees  and  it  is 
considered  that  no  staff  room  should  open  off  any  sanitary  convenience.  It  is 
also  considered  that  no  facility  for  the  preparation  of  food  or  for  the  eating 
of  meals  should  be  placed  in  a room  opening  directly  from  sanitary  conveniences 
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Some  of  the  problems  experienced  in  administering  the  Hoists  and  Lifts 
Regulations  1968  would  be  overcome  if  copies  of  all  reports  of  examinations 
made  by  competent  engineers  v/ere  required  to  be  forwarded  to  local  authorities. 

Particular  reference  can  be  made  to  the  following 

Trends  in  modern  buildings 

Some  large  buildings  have  been  erected  as  a "shell"  only  allowing 
tenants  to  subdivide  for  their  use.  This  has  created  problems  regarding 
ventilation , e tc . 

Heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning 

Effective,  properly  serviced,  air  conditioning  overcomes  the  problems 
experienced  in  other  forms  of  heating  and  ventilation,  but  because  of  its 
high  cost  of  installation  it  is  seldom  installed  in  existing  buildings. 

Storage 

Inadequate  space  for  storage  is  found  to  occiir  frequently  mainly  in 
smaller  premises.  This  has  caused  passageways,  staircases  and  other 
potentially  dangerous  areas  to  be  used  for  storage  purposes. 

Refuse 

Larger  firms  nov/  bale  their  waste  paper,  thus  saving  storage  space. 

Adequate  refuse  storage  areas  are  required  in  all  buildings  to  be  readily 
accessible,  preferably  at  ground  floor  level.  Refuse  chutes  give 
problems  of  offensive  odours  and  blockages,  and  are  difficult  to  keep 
cleaned.  Refuse  chutes  should  not  be  allowed  in  any  food  room. 

Washing  facilities 

Unsatisfactory  water  heaters  are  still  being  installed  in  the  smaller 
premises.  These  require  manual  filling  and  operation,  and  although 
attractive  in  appearance  are  really  no  more  than  a kettle  fixed  to  the  wall.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  1973  Report  is  the  last  to  be  submitted  prior  to  reorganisation,  and 
ends  a long  and  happy  association  between  the  Education  and  Health  Departments 
of  Blackpool  Corporation,  an  association  which  has,  over  the  years,  contributed 
to  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  children  of  the  town. 

Due  to  the  work  necessary  to  prepare  for  integration  on  1st  April  1974,  of 
necessity,  the  Report  is  briefer  than  in  former  years. 

Our  major  problem  has  once  again  been  that  of  staffing  the  department,  as 
we  have  still  been  unable  to  recruit  siAfficient  full-time  medical  officers. 


The  arrangement  whereby  school  nurses  were  attached  on  an  area  basis  with 
the  health  visitors  retaining  overall  responsibility  has  continued,  and  diiring 
1973  the  worth  of  this  arrangement  has  been  proved. 


As  has  been  the  case  for  several  years  now,  shortages  in  oin?  para-medical 
services,  particularly  speech  therapists,  cause  concern,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  v/hen  recruitment  and  deployment  will  be  through  the  new  Health  Authority 
these  shortages  nay  be  alleviated. 

The  Educational  Psychological  Service  has  been  working  without  sufficient 
staff,  but  once  again  with  reorganisation  it  is  hoped  the  situation  will  be 
improved . 


The  Consultants  in  E.H.T.,  P.aediatrics  and  Ophthalmology  have  continued  to 
hold  their  clinics,  y;hich  are  such  a valuable  contribution  and  link  between  the 
local  health  authority  and  the  hospital. 


I would  like  to  take  the  last  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  School  Hecilth 
Service  staff  for  their  many  years  of  loyal  service,  and  to  wish  then  well  in 
whatever  new  areas  of  work  they  will  find  themselves  under  reorganisation. 

Also  included  in  my  thanks  are  the  Chief  Education  Officer,  his  staff  and 
the  teaching  staff  of  all  schools  who,  throughout  the  year,  have  given  every 
assistance  to  myself  and  staff, 

^o  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee  who  will  have  passed 
their  responsibilities  to  the  new  Lancashire  Coimty  Council  Education  Committee 
by  the  time  this  appears  in  print,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
all  their  assistance  and  support  over  many  years.

The  Eye  Specialist,  Dr,  Aimg  Myin,  continues  to  hold  a clinic  on  Y/ednesday 
afternoon,  Thursday  morning  and  Eriday  afternoon. 

The  Consultant  Aural  Surgeon  holds  a clinic  monthly  at  the  Central  School 
Clinic  to  deal  with  school  children  who  may  be  having  difficulties  v/ith  tonsils, 
hearing  defects  and  any  other  adenoidal  problems.

/my  children  who  show  slight  defective  hearing,  but  not  requiring  any  special 
treatment,  are  kept  under  observation  in  schools  and  the  teachers  are  asked  to  note 
their  progress.  They  are  also  reviewed  periodically  at  the  Clinic. 


Mr.  Hewson,  Teacher  of  the  Deaf,  has  submitted  the  following  report  for  1973:- 

The  number  of  children  receiving  hearing  screening  tests  in  schools  was 
greater  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  two  Audi one tricians,  Mrs.  Legg  and 
Ivlrs.  Pritchard, are  testing  children  at  the  ages  of  5+  and  10+. 

Dr.  Jean  Robson  continued  her  work  as  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
Audiology  Clinic.  Children  referred  are  tested  for  hearing  loss  as  yoimg  as  seven 
months.  Any  baby  who  needs  a hearing  aid  can  have  one  prescribed  by  the  age  of 
twelve  months, 

Mrs,  Price  and  Miss  Higginbottom,  tvra  experienced  members  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Section,  assist  regularly  at  these  clinics  and  give  guidance  and  help  to 
mothers.  Those  children  needing  treatment  are  seen  by  Mr,  Finlay  Brown, 

It  is  hoped  that  we  will  soon  have  on  Impedance  Meter  in  the  Clinic,  This 
equipment  will  be  of  great  use  in  diagnosing  conductive  deafness  in  young  children. 


R^RTIALLY  HEiARIHG  CHILDREH  RECEIVIHG  SPECIAL  TUITIOH 

39  children  received  special  tuition  in  special  tuition  in  speech  and  lip 
reading  from  Mr.  Hewson,  Their  ages  range  from  foiu?  to  sixteen.  These  children 
are  instructed  how  to  use  their  hearing  aids  as  well  as  possible,  and  to  continue 
listening  and  watching  for  speech.  22  of  these  children  wear  hearing  aids. 

All  staff  have  co-operated  well  throughout  the  year.  It  is  this  successful 
team  work  which  has  been  responsible  for  the  early  diagnosis  of  the  hearing 
impaired  child.

At  the  routine  nedical  inspections  99  children  were  found  to  require 
treatment  for  nose  and  throat  defects,  and  92  children  required  observation  for 
minor  defects. 


SPEECH  THERAPY  DEPAETMENT 


1973  has  been  an  eventful  year  with  anxieties  felt  and  expressed  about  the 
reorganisation  of  the  Health  Service  to  take  place  in  1974.  Both  Speech 
Therapists  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  integration  course  arranged 
by  the  I/Ianchester  Regional  Hospital  Board,  We  hope  that  the  changes  in  1974  will 
benefit  the  Speech  Therapy  Service  as  much  as  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  benefit 
other  aspects  of  the  Health  Service, 

An  American  student  teacher/therapist  joined  the  staff  of  Park  School  in 
Iferch,  and  worked  for  three  months  under  the  direction  of  this  Speech  Therapy 
Department.  V/e  hope  she  gained  knowledge  from  her  stay  with  us  - we  certainly 
gained  a first-hand  insight  into  the  American  way  of  speech  therapy,  of  their 
training  in  the  States  and  of  their  clinical  practice.  An  English  Speech 
Therapy  student  from  the  Elizabeth  Gaskell  College  started  observation  and 
) supervised  clinical  practice  within  the  depajrtment  in  September,  We  welcome 
these  contacts  with  students  as  we  feel  that  as  they  gain  from  our  experience, 
so  we  gain  by  being  made  aware  of  the  most  modern  methods  of  treatment  and,  even 
more  important,  the  most  recent  advances  in  assessment  techniques, 

Biiiss  Laycock  took  over  the  treatment  of  children  in  the  Diagnostic 
Assessment  Unit  from  Ivirs.  Blair  in  January,  and  continued  to  treat  children  at 
Highfurlong,  Y/oodlands  and  Park  School,  thus  tending  to  specialise  in  special 
school  vrork,  Mrs.  Blair  undertook  treatment  of  children  in  Park  School  and 
Blenheim  Lodge,  but  concentrated  more  on  the  pre-school  and  school  age  child  in 
the  ordinary  schools. 

Both  Therapists  had  excessively  large  case  loads  and  are  very  conscious  of 
the  ever-growing  waiting  list.  We  are  aware  that  this  situation  exists  in  other 
parts  of  the  country,  and  like  other  Speech  Therapists  we  are  most  anxious  to 
see  the  Quirk  Report  on  Speech  Therapy  Services  implemented  without  further  delay, 
iill  Speech  Therapists  have  recently  lobbied  their  local  Members  of  Parliament  on 
this  matter,  and  representation  has  been  made  by  the  College  of  Speech  Therapists 
^ to  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

As  our  staffing  is  so  depleted,  we  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  meet  and 
discuss  with  Therapists  in  other  areas  when  we  attend  Area  Meetings  organised  by 
the  College  of  Speech  Therapists.  In  January  1973  v/e  attended  a meeting  in 
Manchester  on  "Stammering”,  a Leeds  meeting  on  "Language",  and  a Liverpool 
meeting  on  "Autism", 


We  look  forward  v/ith  optimism  to  the  changes  envisaged  in  April  1974,  and 
hope  that  with  the  possible  re-direction  of  staff  we  might  see  an  increase  in  our 
staffing,  resulting  in  a reduction  of  the  pressures  felt  in  this  department.

PHYSIC/iL  EDUCy.TIOW  REPORT  1973 


Physical  Education  in  schools  is  and  should  be  a vital  part  of  the  child’s 
education,  as  it  i&  still  essential  to  maintain  fitness  of  the  body  in  order  for 
the  mind  to  function  efficiently,  A subsidiary  side  of  the  Physical  Education 
programme,  especially  in  the  upper  secondary  school  age  range, -is  a preparation 
for  leisure,  achieved  by  a widening  of  the  syllabus.  Care  must  be  taken,  however, 
that  this  is  not  achieved  at  the  expense  of  the  quality  of  the  basic  v/ork,  which 
is  vital  to  all  pupils  if  they  are  to  gain  a reasonable  standard  and  thus 
enjoyment  in  any  physical  activity. 

In  the  primary  schools  in  Physical  Education  the  aim  is  to  cover  a wide  range 
of  basic  subjects,  namely  gymnastics,  dan.ce,  swimming  and  many  game  activities 
allied  to  known  sports.  This  wide  basic  knowledge  is  essential  to  give  the  child 
a good  understanding  of  movement  and  much  practice  in  activities  to  improve 
co-ordination  involved  in  all  manner  of  sport.  So  far  the  Blackpool  primary 
schools  have  managed  to  time-table  a fairly  comprehensive  programme,  which  it  is 
hoped  they  v/ill  maintain  in  future  years. 


In  general,  the  child’s  interest  in  Physical  Education  taught  in  the  primary 
school  is  high,  and  for  this  to  be  maintained  it  is  important  for  the  secondary 
school  to  be  able  to  continue  on  a similar  all-round  programme  for  at  least  the 
first  two  years.  It  is  thus  a little  disappointing  to  find  that  in  most  of  the 
Blackpool  secondary  schools,  the  nimiber  of  periods  time-tabled  for  Physical 
Education  is  often  insufficient  to  meet  their  needs.  The  secondary  schools, 
however,  have  kept  a good  standard  in  inter-school  activities  and  again  achieved 
high  honours  in  tovn  and  county  competitions. 

These  events  are  mostly  arranged  by  the  Constituent  Associations  of  the 
Blackpool  Schools’  Sports  Council,  to  whose  officers  we  are  greatly  indebted  for 
their  organisation  and  hard  work.  They  cover  a variety  of  sporting  activities, 
v/hich  take  place  throughout  the  year,  which  include  football,  athletics,  netball, 
hockey,  basketball,  swimming,  badminton,  cricket  and  tennis.  Particularly 
outstanding  performances  were  achieved  in;- 

(a)  Athletics  - v/here  five  boys  were  selected  for  the  Lancashire  County 
Team  to  compete  in  the  All  England  Athletic  Championships,  two  of 
whom  became  All  England  Champions  in  their  particular  events. 


(b)  Swimming  - where  five  pupils  represented  Lancashire  in  their  age 
groups  and  two  were  selected  for  the  North  of  England, 


Facilities 


The  five  Sports  Halls,  now  attached  to  secondary  schools,  have  continued  to 
be  fully  used,  both  by  the  school  concerned  and  by  other  schools  for  sporting 
activities,  which  take  place  outside  the  normal  school  hours,  A small  swimming 
pool  has  been  completed  at  Y/oodlands  Special  School  in  1973)  a sixth  Sports  Hall 
is  due  to  be  opened  in  September  1974  at  Arnold  High  School  and  a much  needed 
secondary  school  swimming  bath  at  St,  George’s  School  in  May  1974, 


The  swimming  programme  for  the  schools  during  the  latter  part  of  1973  has 
sadly  been  curtailed  due  to  the  closing  of  Cocker  Street  Bath,  The  schools  are 
indebted  to  the  Baths  Committee  for  making  available  the  Derby  Learners'  Pool 
throughout  the  year,  so  that  swimming  in  the  primary  schools  has  not  been  too 
badly  affected.  On  average  about  60^’^  of  pupils  leaving  the  primary  schools  for 
secondary  schools  can  swim  24  yards;  although  this  percentage  is  improving  it 
falls  far  short  of  our  aim  of  90^, 
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Snows  Heights  Outdoor  Centre 


The  Centre  still  proves  to  be  popular  and  with  its  ever- improving  facilities 
an  ever-increasing  number  of  schools  are  taking  advantage  of  its  value. 

Organised  parties  who  use  the  Centre  pinrsue  many  purposeful  activities  v/hich 
include  fell  walking,  Duke  of  Edinburgh  Award  Scheme  work,  canoeing,  orienteering 
environmental  studies  and  art  in  the  Lake  District. 


Further  Training  of  Teachers  and  Courses 

During  the  year  Teachers'  Courses  have  been  held  in  country  dancing, 
badminton,  netball,  hockey  and  keep-fit.  \¥hile  the  Blackpool  Easter  School  again 
attracted  a record  number  of  over  1,300  teachers  to  its  week's  courses,  where  a 
choice  of  some  44  different  specialised  courses  in  Physical  Education  are 
available.  The  popular  soccer  coaching  scheme  for  junior  school  pupils  was  held 
in  August  1973,  and  six  sessions  in  a Lawn  Tennis  Coaching  Scheme  for  secondary 
pupils  was  held  in  May  and  June  1973.  Olympic  Gymnastic  classes  were  held 
throLighout  the  Spring  and  Autumn  terms  for  pupils  of  all  ages. 
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
